DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a) because they fail to show how the 
device works according to the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be 
labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

Specifically, one cannot follow the description of how the injector work because an 
adequate number of reference numbers corresponding to structures in the device are not used in 
figures 6-16. One cannot make the correlation between the elements in figure 1 to the remaining 
figures in order to understand how each element moves in relation to another during use of the 
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device. It is requested that more reference numbers be included in figures 2-16 to figure enable 
one to understand how the elements function with respect to one another during use of the 
device. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "16 and 32" has been used to designate the same element in figure 1, 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1. 121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

The objection to claims 4-14 has been withdrawn in light of the preliminary amendment 
dated 8/20/04.

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sams (USPN 
5,304,152). Sams discloses a housing, a piston rod, a dose dial sleeve, a drive sleeve, a button, a 
clutch, a nut and clicker means. See figure 1.
